HIS period fifty y ears ago. the ! 
last week in February an d the 
early day s of March, was on e 
of great activity In the oppos- i 
in g n avies.

Feb. 23 
the Un ited States govern men t accept­ 
ed from John Ericsson the little iron ­ 
clad Mon itor, although the pigmy was 
un fin ished. 
For two weeks she re­ 
main ed in New York in the han ds of 
mechan ics, who worked n ight an d day 
to have her ready to do battle again st 
the Merrimac. 
The fame of this ram j 
had spread in the n orth, an d timid on es 
in Washin gton feared that that eitj 
would be attacked, perhaps New York, 
Philadelphia an d Boston in turn , un ­ 
less some my sterious agen t should 
come to the fron t an d defeat her. 
In the west the ships of both sides 
were gettin g ready to dispute the con 
trol of the Mississippi river. 
On the 
lower Mississippi the south, n otably 
the state of Louisian a, was preparin g 
to head off the western gulf squadron , 
which Commodore Farragut was as­ 
semblin g to attack the Con federate de­ 
fen ses at New Orlean s. 
On the up­ 
per Mississippi an d on the Ten n essee 
river the Federal n aval comman ders 
were especially active. 
The n avy had 
captured Fort Hen ry on Feb. 6 an d 
fought well but vain ly at Fort Don el- 
son , on the Cumberlan d, ten day s later. 
Immediately after the fall of Fort Don - 
elson the warships of the fleet en gaged 
there began to advan ce up the Ten ­ 
n essee toward Alabama.

On the upper Mississippi the Fort Hen ­ 
ry an d Don elson fleet, called the west­ 
ern or Mississippi flotilla, wen t hero 
ically to work to open the great wa­ 
terway down ward an d meet the Farra­ 
gut ships from New Orlean s in case 
they got past the big forts which the 
Con federates had built at the river’s 
mouth. 
Flag Officer Foote, comman d 
er of this flotilla, had been woun ded 
at Fort Don elson . an d at Fort Hen ry 
an d Don elson together, three of the 
n ew iron clads had been put out of ac­ 
tion temporarily by Con federate sho ts. 
These were the Essex . St. Ixmis an d 
Caron delet. 
The first action of Foote upon his re­ 
covery was to look after the Con fed­ 
erate post at Columbus, Ky .. the poim 


waterway as far south as Vicksburg. 
These three ships had been purchased 
at Cin cin n ati in May . 186 1, by Com­ 
man der John Rodgers, son an d n ame­ 
sake of the hero of 1812, an d con vert­ 
ed from river passen ger steamers in to 
gun boats. This had been don e by low­ 
erin g their machin ery , stren gthen in g 
their frames an d protectin g their decks 
by heavy bulwarks. 
The Ty ler car­ 
ried six eight-in ch shell gun s an d two 
thirty -two-poun ders,

four eight-in ch gun s an d two thirty - 
two-poun ders an d the Con estoga four 
thirty -two-poun ders. 
I.ike all of the 
n aval force on the Mississippi at tiie 
time, they were un der con trol of the 
war departmen t, an arran gemen t which 
j caused n o little friction . 
The iron clad addition s to the fleet 
J were made just before the attacks 
upon Fort Hen ry , an d the ships were 
I an ex perimen t there an d at Don elson . 
| There was still much to learn about 
them after their performan ce un der 
; tire from the forts. 
On e poin t un set- 
i tied was their availability for fightin g 
j a g a in s t ships on the broad Mississippi, 
j They had so far en coun tered n o n aval 
en emy on equal terms. As soon a s the 


post an d removed all the stores an 1 
mun ition s of war down the Mississippi 
to the n ew stron ghold established by 
Gen eral Beauregard at Islan d No. 10 
an d New Madrid Beauregard had just 
arrived from V irgin ia to help stem the 
tide of con quest which the Federals 
were makin g In the cen tral west. 
This move again st Columbus had been 
in itiated by Gen eral W. T. Sherman . 
Sherman had just return ed to the field 
after an absen ce of some mon ths. 
In 
the fall of 186 1 ho had held a com­ 
man d in Ken tucky on the so called 
“Big San dy ” lin e. 
From this duty he 
had been relieved by his superiors in a i 
man n er which placed him un der a j 
cloud. 
On his return from his leave j 
Sherman was assign ed to the drillin g i 
of recruits at a cuiup of In struction at J 
Ben ton 
barracks, 
St. 
Louis. 
Here 
through the lowerin g day s of an un ­ 
usually wet win ter he wen t doggedly 
on his work. 
After the fall of Fort Hen ry Geueml 
Halleek ordered Sherman to repair im­ 
mediately to Paducah, Ivy ., an d take 
comman d of the post there. 
In this 
service Sherman was to come in to con j 
tact with Gram an d emerge from the! 
cloud that had hun g over him all win ­ 
ter. 
His soldiers occupied the aban ­ 
don ed Con federate works at Columbus 
on March 2. 
His activities were short ; 
ly directed southward by way of the 
Ten n essee river in stead of the Missis-j 
sippi. Orders reached him March 1 toj 
organ ize a division to proceed up the! 
Ten n essee an d to co-operate with forces j 
un der Gen era! Gran t an d 0. F. Smith, 
who were to advan ce by the same 
route. 
Leadership in the Federal operation s 
again st the n ew Con federate stron g­ 
hold at New Madrid an d Islan d No. 10 
were in trusted to Gen eral John Pope, 
whose forces for the campaign were 
drawn from camps west of the Missis­ 
sippi. 
Owin g to the stren gth of the 
Con federate position a siege was pre­ 
pared for, the army to be supported by 
the n avy . 
The Con federates had re­ 
solved to defen d Islan d No. 10 to the 
last, because upon that depen ded the 
success of their cause in Missouri.

support of their 7 ,000 troops on the 
scen e they mustered a respectable flo­ 
tilla of wooden gun boats, con verted to 
the service from river passen ger steam­ 
ers, the same as the Federal boats Ty ­ 
ler an d her con sorts.

Addition s had been made in Febru­ 
ary to the iron clads in Commodore 
Foote’s flotilla an d, what was equally 
importan t, a fleet of mortar boats. 
These were especially adapted to siege 
operation s. 
It was said that their ar 
rival in time to play a part in the siege 
of islan d No. 10 was due to the impa­ 
tien ce an d en ergy of Presiden t Lin coln 
in person . The boats which would car­ 
ry the mortars were built at St. Louis 
un der the ey es of Commodore Foote, 
but the iron beds upon which the mor­ 
tars would rest were cast at Pitts­ 
burgh. 
The gettin g of these mortar 
beds to the boats was the problem 
which troubled Lin coln . 
Foote fin ally 
sen t a represen tative armed with due 
authority to the Pittsburgh plan t to 
hurry the matter up.

at Fort Hen ry an d Fort Don elson , but 
twen ty of them reached Mississippi in 
time to stren gthen the gun s of Foote's 
fleet at islan d No. 10.

of the Navy Meyer and others that 
Ik 
wou ld not b e a candidate in

is 
explained 
b y 
the 
colonel, 
who 
says 
it 
was 
perfectly 
tru e 
that 
he had said that he wou ld not b e a 
candidate in 19 12, b u t that he had not 
asserted that he wou ld not accept the 
nomination if it was offered to him. 
He made it clear that lie saw nothing 
In his letter to Van Valkenb u rgh to 
conflict with his recent statem ent that 
he wou ld accept the nomination if ten 
dered to him. 
“To all who were at that time writ 
ing me if I was a candidate, I an­ 
swered that 1 was not,” he said. 
“To 
all who then asked me if 1 wou ld ac­ 
cept if nominated, 1 answered ‘Yes.’ If 
I knew- them su fficiently well to b e 
su re they wou ld ab solu tely u nderstand 
me, 1 answered that I wou ld accept 
if nominated. 
Otherwise 1 simply told 
them I wou ld not cross that b ridge 
u ntil 1 came to it. 
“In most cases, if my correspondents 
were close personal 
friends, 1 told 
them that I cou nted u pon them doing 
everything possib le toward preventing 
any movement looking to my nom ina­ 
tion, 
Tt was not u ntil within the last 
three or fou r months that 1 was finally 
ob liged to come to the conclu sion that 
there was a real demand among *he 
people as a whole for my nomination 
which did not come in any way from 
any friends of mine and was neithei 
inspired or engineered b y them. When 
I b ecame convinced that this demand 
was real and was considerab le, and 
when the governors of seven states 
(increased b y this time to ten. I may 
mention incidentally) asked me If I 
wou ld accept if nominated, I answered 
‘Yes ’ 
“I added an expression of my wish 
that 
wherever 
possib le 
presidential 
preference prim aries might b e held 
so as to find ou t whether the Repu b 
lican voters wished to have me nom­ 
inated. 
If the people do not wish me 
to serve, most certainly I do not wish 
to serve. 
If they do desire me to u n 
dertake. in their interest, a great task. 
I shall certainly do so, and shall per­ 
form It with w hatever cou rage and 
ab ility I possess. 
“W hether there will b e su ch an ex­ 
pression of the j>opu lar will I can’t say 
as where there are no presidential 
preference prim aries it u nfortu nateb 
seems too often to b e the case that 
the efforts of the political leaders is 
not. to give expression to the popu lar 
will, b u t to thw art it in every way pos 
sib le. 
“In Ju ne, 19 11, and ab ou t that time 
persistent efforts 
were made 
from 
Washington to convince the progres 
sives that I was really su pporting Mr 
Taft. 
On one particu lar occasion the 
statement was made with great ex 
plicitness. 
I promptly denied that 
statem ent, and was assu red on one 
hand that the statem ent wag inspired 
from the W hite Hou se, and was in­ 
formed on the other that It had not 
originated there, b u t was made pu rely 
on the initiative of the Associated 
Press. 
The Associated Press people 
assu red me that they were not respon­ 
sib le for the false statement. 
“As will b e seen b y reference to the 
Van 
Valkenb u rgh letter, Mr. Noyes 
(of the Associated Press) was qu oted 
as having got information from inde­ 
pendent sou rces. 
I hardly need point 
ou t that I cannot know who gave ou t 
this letter, b u t certainly not Mr, Van 
Valkenb u rgh, as I know him to b e an 
honorab le m an.” 
The letter was called forth b y an 
Associated P ress dispatch which rep­ 
resented 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
as 
having 
pledged 
him self 
to 
Taft. 
Colonel I 
Roosevelt in the Van Valkenb u rgh let j 
ter characterizes this pu b lished report 
as & “delib erate invention.” 
Frank B. Noyes, president of the As­ 
sociated Press, w hen qu estioned in re- j 
gard to the Roosevelt letter, declined 
to comment on it. 
The pu b lication of the Roosevelt let­ 
ter is only one of several developments 
In the last day or tw o that indicates 
that the campaign of Mr. Taft and his 
predecessor and political sponsor is 
going to b e extrem ely b itter. The Taft 
campaign b u reau gave ou t a statem ent 
last night for the first time In which j 
they b rou ght in the names of George j 
W. Perkins, the steel tru st and the 
International 
H arvester company in j 
connection with activity of the Roose­ 
velt b oomers. 
Perkins is mentioned as 
a contrib u tor to the Roosevelt fu nd.
